WE read with interest and 
disappointment Mr Botting- 
Pag’s letter about the gates on 
Woodlands Farm (GT Letters 
March 13). We have been 
trying to co-operate with the 
Green Chain working party 
to provide an interesting and 
pleasant alternative route 
which would not put our 
livestock and hay meadows at 
risk. 

We think it is important to 
point out that the Green 
Chain route through 
Woodlands Farm is not a 
public right of way nor is the 
contested part in Greenwich, 
but in Bexley. The farm was 
rescued from dereliction by 
the efforts of many hundreds 
of local volunteers over the 
last 15 years. Fields which 
once contained only thistles 
and burnt-out cars are 
now delightful wild flower 
meadows. Walkers are not 


deprived of anything at 
Woodlands Farm, we have 
several thousand visitors 
of all ages every year who 
come to see our rare breed 
animals and award-winning 
hay meadows. All parts of the 
farm are accessible, all that 
we ask is that visitors enter 
and leave by the Shooters 
Hill entrance and respect the 
safety of the animals and do 
not damage the meadows and 
hedgerows. 

In this respect we are no 
different from any other 
city farm in the UK. We 
positively welcome visitors, 
we have many events this 
year, including Lambing 
Day, Summer Show, Apple 
Day, Open Farm Sunday and 
this year the Big Lunch. We 
have an active education 
programme for local schools 
and host a very popular 
weekly toddlers’ club.

The Duke of Edinburgh will 
accompany Her Majesty next 
Wednesday (April 25) to unveil the 
tea clipper following its full-scale 
restoration. 

Her Majesty and Prince Philip - 
who is president of the Cutty Sark 
Trust - will tour the vessel which 
was badly damaged by fire in 2007 
and has undergone a £50 million 
refurbishment. 

It will open to the public 
the following day * 

(April 26) for the first \ 

time since 2006. 

There is also a 
special residents’ 
preview day on 
April 21. 

And spectators 
at the London 
Marathon have

Sark Gardens on 
Sunday, April 22. 

The royal couple 
will hear the choral part 
of the specially-composed 
Greenwich Jubilee Suite sung by 
local schoolchildren at the big visit. 

The royal borough commissioned 
Trinity Laban Conservatoire of 
Music and Dance to help prepare the 
performance. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, the leader of the 
royal borough and a trustee of the Cutty 
Sark Trust, said: “The Cutty Sark is an 
iconic symbol of our maritime heritage 
and I’m proud of the role we have 
played in restoring and conserving the 


ship and the surrounding gardens.” 
The tea clipper is one of Britain’s 
greatest maritime treasures. 

Its restoration, supported by £25 
million from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, is the culmination of six years’ 
work and one of the most complex 
conservation projects ever undertaken 
on a historic ship. It has succeeded in 
rescuing the Cutty Sark and preventing 
her collapse, while preserving as much 
of the ship’s original fabric as possible. 
The ship has been raised 11 feet 
into the air, relieving the keel of 
the weight of the ship and 
preserving her unique 
shape.

Designs on 
Woolwich 

Discount fashion store sets up shop in town centre

AN EMPTY corner shop in 
Woolwich town centre is 
being revived with new 
retail units and a hotel. 

Discount designer chain TK 
Maxx is set to move into a 
new three-storey store on 
the corner of Powis Street 
and Hare Street. 

A new 120-bed Travelodge 
hotel will stand opposite 
as part of plans to boost 
the western end of the 
Powis Street shopping 
street. The new retail 
and leisure area is 
being developed by local 
landowners Powis Street 
Estates at a cost of in excess 
of £8m. The new building 
in the old Burton store and 
adjacent properties is set to 
open later in the year. 

It will be a fully-glazed 
department store housing 
the fashion outlet on the 
ground, first and second floors occupying 
32,000 sq feet with an additional 5,000 
sq feet of adjacent shopping space on 
the ground floor available for another 
occupier. GLLaB, Greenwich’s local 
labour exchange will be involved in 
recruiting for the new jobs created. 

Meanwhile, work is well under way on 
the new Travelodge hotel, bringing a 
Grade II listed building back to life, and 
is on target for an opening prior to the 
Olympics. In addition to providing 120 
bedrooms there are three retail units, a 
cafe bar as well as a shoppers’ car park 
for 100 cars. 

Stephen Cradick, representing Powis 
Street Estates said: “This area of the 
town centre has been blighted for some 
ten years. These developments will bring 
that corner back into use. TK Maxx is an 


important letting for the town and will 
hopefully kickstart interest from other 
national retailers.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, said: 


“It’s brilliant to see that area starting to 
regenerate itself after a long wait. These 
new developments represent a real vote of 
confidence in Woolwich and we hope that 
other restaurants and retailers will follow. ”

The free service helps you breathe 


RESIDENTS of Royal Greenwich wanting to 
keep a check on the quality of the air they 
breathe are being encouraged to sign up 
for free information alerts. 

The airTEXT scheme, which is supported 
by the royal borough, is a unique air 
information quality service for London. 

The service is particularly useful for those 
with health conditions such as asthma, 
emphysema, and bronchitis whose 


symptoms could be worsened by poor air 
quality. Subscribers receive alerts ahead 
of days when air pollution is expected to 
be particularly high. They can then prepare 
themselves for worse air quality or avoid 
the most polluted areas altogether. 

It is a flexible service: subscribers can 
choose whether the alerts arrive in the 
morning or evening. They can also decide 
whether they want to receive the alerts 


by text message to a mobile phone, by a 
recorded message to a landline number, 
or by an email. 

The royal borough’s environmental health 
department is promoting the service 
through television advertisements in local 
doctors’ surgeries.

AS we climb the rickety, narrow 
wooden staircase to the top of the 
church’s tower, our guide’s words 
don’t fill us with confidence. 

“There’s a rope on the right, and as 
you go up you’ll see the cracks,” St 
Luke’s chief fundraiser Gwen Zammit 
says. “This is very, very old - the 
steps are original - but they have been 
repaired.” 

If that were a crumb of comfort, 
this is a building, let’s not forget, that 
needs restoration work to the tune of 
£350,000. 

Gwen and her small team have 
already raised £120,000, and they’ve 
lined up a concert on May 12 to swell 
the coffers. Its steep stairs are a 
reminder of the ingenious methods the 
Charlton church has used to raise cash 
in the past. 

“See all these little plaques on each 
step,” says Gwen as we ascend - “the 
last time the church needed repairs, 
everyone bought a step for 25 quid 
- a lot of money back in the early 
Nineties!” 

The modern-looking red bricks of 
the church belie its age - it was built 
in 1630, as one of only two erected in 
London at the time. 

“This was a Kent church originally 
and is quite unique from that point of 
view,” says Gwen. “It’s red brick - the 
other one, in Ledenhall Street in the 
City isn’t.” 

Higher we go, the advantage of the 
tight walls now apparent - we can’t 
look down. 

“This parish is 20,000 people - the 
biggest in Southwark,” the fundraiser 
says, and as we reach the top of the 
100-foot belfry we can see for miles. 

What a view. From this vantage on a 
clear day the vista extends right across 
London in the north, out over The 
Valley, past The 02 and the twisted 
shimmering Thames and its barrier. 
Below us a panorama of Charlton 
House and its manicured lawns. The 
sounds carry on a crisp day - the low 
hum of the city a baritone to the 
melodious chirping of the birds. 

But it’s here too we see the extent of 
the repairs that need to be done. 

There’s a crack up the side of the 
tower, and the out-dated gulley in the 
middle of the roof just can’t cope with 
all the water that comes off its steep 
sides. 

“It’s an ongoing problem,” Gwen says. 
“We’re trying to get this work started 
in June. We don’t know how far we 
can go with the funds we’ve got at the 
moment, because until they take the 
tiles off the roof and start investigating 
they don’t know how much damage 
there is. It’s even rotted the carpet, and 
it’s lifted all the decorations.” 

St Luke’s has been a lifelong passion 
for Gwen, she first sang in its choir 
at seven years old - and she’s now a 
grandma.

“This is where you have to turn your 
head like a ballerina so you don’t get 
dizzy,” Gwen jokes as we descend. “I 
think going down is much worse than 
going up. My mother, she used to come 
down backwards.” 

The church had been extended from 
its original size, and the pulpit moved 
to accommodate more worshippers. 

The impressive total so far has been 
accumulated through various means. 

“The £120,000 we have raised through 
donations, fundraisers and grants. 
Lord Goff is a patron of the church and 
made a generous donation. He descends 
from the Maryon Wilson family who 
used to own Charlton House.” 


And on May 12 there is a big concert to 
help scare up more cash. It’s in honour 
of Lord Perceval, who is buried at the 
church after he was assassinated at the 
House of Lords. 

“Perceval was killed on May 11, 200 
years ago. On the afternoon of the 12th 
at three o’clock there will be a civic 
service,” said Gwen. “The Duke of 
Gloucester is coming, and the concert 
in the evening and proceeds will go 
into the roof fund. 

“We also hold a book cum bric-a-brac 
sale every first Saturday in the month.”

WHEELS are in motion to get 
tough with people who stray 
off the official cycling routes 
through Greenwich Park, and 
put themselves and others in 
danger. 

The government is giving 
police the power to issue 
on-the-spot fines to people 
who drop litter, fail to clear 
up after their dogs, or who 
cycle in prohibited areas of 
the Royal Parks. 

The new powers will bring 
the Royal Parks in line with 
other parks and public areas 
around the capital and will 
help the police to tackle anti- 
social behaviour quickly and 
effectively. They build on the 
police’s existing powers to 
press court charges against 
offenders breaking laws 
around littering, dog-fouling 
and illegal cycling in the 
parks, and are expected to 
come into force in July. 

Graham Dear, Greenwich Park 
manager, told GT: “This is good 
news for users of Greenwich 
Park. The introduction of 
the fixed penalty notices will 
help the police deal with the 
minority of people who prevent 
others enjoying their time in 
one of the eight Royal Parks.” 

Linda Lennon, chief executive 
of the Royal Parks, said: “This

is good news for those who visit 
the Royal Parks. The measure 
will help the police deal with 
the minority who can prevent 
others enjoying a relaxing visit 
to our safe and clean parks.” 

People will have 21 days to 
pay their fine or ask for a court 
hearing. Penalty amounts have 
not yet been announced. 

There are 28 miles of 
designated cycle routes and 32 
miles of road in the Royal Parks 
including Greenwich, Bushy 
Park, Green Park, Hyde Park, 
Kensington Gardens, Regent’s 
Park and Primrose Hill, and St 
James’s Park.

Female 
cats can have up to five litters per 
year, with up to six kittens per litter, 
becoming a massive drain on resources 
for animal welfare charities. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet member 
for community safety and environment, 
said: “It’s encouraging to see so many 
responsible owners once again taking 
their pets along and being able to make 
good use of the help and expertise 
available. Being a responsible owner is 
more than just caring for your pet, it’s 
about showing consideration for your 
community.”

YEAR 5 pupils have created 
colourful thought-provoking 
banners illustrating the values 
of the Olympics for neighbours 
and friends.

HIS name is rarely 
mentioned in the legend 
of Titanic, but without 
Walter Lord, the real 
story of the most famous 
maritime disaster could have sunk 
without a trace. 

He was the author who painstakingly 
collected the accounts of more than 
60 survivors, which were published in 
his book, A Night to Remember. 

The 1955 tome became the bible for 
Titanicologists after the American 
tracked down witnesses on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

Along with the lucid recollections 
from that terrible night, the survivors 
also presented Lord with artefacts 
from the disaster of April 15, 1912. 

Before his death in 2002, Lord 
bequeathed all of the items to the 
National Maritime Museum. And to 
mark the centenary of the tragedy, 
the memorabilia is on show for the 
first time, in Titanic Remembered. 

John Graves, curator of ship history 
at the museum told Scene : “Walter 
Lord’s book has single-handedly 
helped to make the story more 
memorable today. 

“He wasn’t content with using his 
own encyclopedic knowledge of the 
event - or the mountain of evidence 
available even then. His book is an 
eyewitness account of the last hours 
of the ship.” 

The free exhibition includes many 
letters and memories from the 
survivors, who even donated some of 
their most cherished items to Lord. 

“Not only did he track down and 
interview survivors, but he also 
became their friends, and they 
went on to give him souvenirs and 
keepsakes from the ship,” he added. 
“The whistle that second officer 
Lightoller used on his upturned 
lifeboat to attract attention - that was 
given to Lord, and now to us.” 

The curator - who was advisor to the 
BBC on its Titanic history magazine, 
is not surprised that there is still so 
much interest in the catastrophe.

“The true story is an incident that 
you’d be hard pressed to make up,” 
he said. “It’s an ‘unsinkable’ ship on 
her maiden voyage, and some of her 
passengers were among the wealthiest 
and most famous in the world. 

“The Titanic was an almost perfect 
microcosm of Edwardian society - the 
richest people in close proximity to 
some of the poorest in Europe.” 

Alongside the tragic, there are tales 
of bravery from that freezing night in 
the North Atlantic. 

“Stories show how heroic, courageous 
and selfless many of the people were 
on the ship that night. When Benjamin 


Guggenheim and his valet realised that 
they weren’t going to make it to the 
lifeboats - and that it wouldn’t have 
been chivalrous to do so - they took off 
their lifejackets and went into their 
cabins and dress in their eveningwear. 

“Guggenheim emerged to say: ‘We’ve 
dressed in our best, and 
are prepared to go 
down like 


gentlemen’. It’s very poignant, and an 
admirable way to behave.” 

The 705 survivors were mainly women 
and children, any men who made it out 
were stigmatised. “One woman divorced 
her husband afterwards because she 
felt he had behaved cowardly in trying 
to save himself,” the expert said. “Also 
the chairman of White Star Line, 
Bruce Ismay, who jumped into one of 
the lifeboats, and chose not to go down 
with one of his ships, his career was 
effectively ruined.”

Orwell that 
ends well 

GEORGE Orwell is one of the last names you 
would associate with a football-style chant, 
but it’ll be ‘One Georgie Orwell for four 
nights at Greenwich Theatre from Thursday 
to Sunday, April 26-29. 

The writer of Animal Farm and 1984 firmly 
believed that hope for the future “lay with the 
proles”, so maybe he’ll smile down on a show 
put together by someone born in a prefab and 
whose only gap year came when his teeth 
started falling out. 

GT’s Peter Cordwell produced the 
cabaret-style show after the theatre’s 
producer James Haddrell suggested he have 
a go. It’s been three years in the making. 

James said: “We included a showcase at 
one of our Emerging Artists nights and it 
went down well. I must admit these nights 
are normally for younger people, not 
someone in his sixties, but it also highlights 
the many different approaches to theatre we 
have developed over the last five years." 

Peter teamed up with local singer- 
songwriter Carl Picton who took care of the 
score, and recruited backing singers from 
Negus sixth form college in Abbey Wood. 

“I would have been Wise without 
Morecambe if I hadn’t met Carl 18 months 
ago," said 64-year-old Peter. “He put my 
lyrics in the right order, added some of his 
own, completed the jigsaw and plucked some 
lovely tunes from the air to make it all come 
together. 

“Carl has also trained and worked as an 
actor, and we’ve got a great little group of 
actor/musicians for the show. We’ve also got 
students from Negus on stage after working 
with them in an Orwell workshop. 

“They’re a terrific bunch," he added. "They’ll 
join in various choruses and have their own 
little bit linked to Orwell’s insistence on how 
to make a nice cup of tea.” 

Something of a coup was pulled off a few 
weeks ago when Evening Standard editor 
Geordie Greig (who took over the reins at the 
Mail on Sunday last week) recorded Orwell 
quotes for the start of each half of the show. 

Geordie, an old Etonian like Orwell, had 
his first job at the Mercury when Peter was 
there in the early Eighties. He told Scene: 
"Everything in my career goes back to the 
Mercury, telling stories in the best tabloid 
manner with a directness and human touch.” 

There have been numerous adaptations 
of Orwell’s work - including Elton John’s 
planned Animal Farm - but this is reckoned to 
be the first to celebrate the ‘Saint of Common 
Decency’ himself. 

The first line of the first song inspires much 
of what follows: "His name was Eric Blair/but 
the likeness stops right there”.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register,
